I was told that a dead horse was not 
by any means a dead loss in Paris, and 
I accepted this statement as the only 
reasonable explanation I could dis- 
cover of the really destructive cruelty 
with which one constantly sees those 
poor animals treated. Iwas directed 
to shops where viande de cheval is 
frankly sold. I went to a restaurant 
where I was assured that this delicacy 
would infallibly be served up to me 
for beefsteak, and it was. But still I 
was unable to grasp the idea of the 
horse as an established fact in food — 
a coveted article of diet--until one night 
when I had ocular proof of the supple- 
mentary career of usefulness upon 





| which this faithful servant of man only 


enters when he has toiled his last 
weary course over the slippery pave- 
ments of the capital of Europe. 

We had been wandering away from 
ihe great thoroughfare. If you are in 
search of characteristic glimpses of 
Parisian life you will do well to keep 
away from the bois, the great boule 
vards and the lights, where the tourist 
is surely to be with you, armed. with 
his little red ‘‘Baedeker’’ and skipping 
briskly from point to point, sipping 
information from the catalogue and 
the guide-book. 

We had turned off from the Rue du 
Temple into a street so narrow that we 
seemed to have dropped into a crack 
between the. tall, grim, smoke black- 
ened old houses that loomed on either 
side. This “crack”? was endowed 
with alleged sidewalks. They were 
about fifteen imches wide, and looked 
like an indefinitely protracted door- 
step. No mortal but the thin man of 
& museum could possibly walk on 
them. We eschewed them and trotted 
contentedly through the middle of the 
street with the rest of the population, 

The small shops along the way were 
avcht, and so were the lamps, al- 
though overhead the tops of the high 
houses and the quaint, irregular roofs, 
with their picturesque chimney-pots, 
were stiil flushed with a sunset light 
the color of the pink anemones from 
Nice that were piled up on so many of 
the flower barrows along the bou- 
levards. 

We passed the venders of marrons 
rotis, who appear to grow in the angles 
of walls, so surely do you find them 
established there, with their little 
smoking furnaces and bag of shining 
chestnuts. We glanced at the stall of 
the woman who stands all day frying 
potatoes to a warm, brown crispness. 
At the evening hour she has many cus- 
tomers, men, women and children. 
We stopped to watch them, but directly 
perceived that a little further along 


| the street quite a crowd had gathered, 


and we hastened to add ourselves to 
the multitude. 

Reaching the edge of the motley 
throng, we climbed upon a_ bench 
standing in front of a lavoir and 
looked over the heads of the people. 
After all it was only a poor horse 
dropped dead in his tracks 
—-no uncommon sight. I stepped 
down and turned to go, but Sketchem 
eluched my sleeve and cried: ‘‘Wait.”’ 
I got back into position and looked. 
Several nen were tugging at the beast; 
dragging him to a large cart—a sort of 
animal ambulance. The wagon he had 
lately drawn stood by, with empty 
harness. Presently they had him in 
place, on his yack, with his hoofs kick- 
ingat heaven.

Fred Douglass Talks in Wash- 
ington of His Exp: riences 
While Abroad. 


Wacnineton, Aug. 12.—Fred 
Douglass, who has been abroad for 
eleven months has returned to his 
home in Washington. When asked 
to-day abount the report that the 
Rev. Mr. Evans, a passenger on the 
City of Rome with Mr, Douglass, had 
declitied totake part in en entertain- 
menton shipboard at which Mr. 
Dougl.ss presided, he said: 


“If Mr. Evans or any one else kept 
away from the little entertainment 
we had because I was selected to 
preside, it, did not reach my ear. 1 
did not meet Mr Evans to know him 
The entertainment was a very in- 
formal affair. There were a little 
music and recitations and I made a 
speech cf about ten minutes lengtb. 
It was very wellreceived and some of 
the passengers told me it was he 
most enjoyable part of the entertain- 
ment. I don’t know whether they 
meant it, or simple wished to _ tickle 
my vanity, but, at any rate, they were 
successful, for I was very much grat- 
ified at their praise, Iam_ sorry if 
any one kept away from the enter- 
tainment on’my account,, but 1 am 
lo and man, pest seventy, and if Mr. 
Evans will please pardon me for liv- 
ing a little longer [ shall be thankful. 
Having no part or lot in my creation, 
I suppore I may be excuced for livs 
ing. 

You may say,‘* Mr. Dcuylass 
continued, “that on no occasion dur 
ing my Icng absence was there any 
indication by word, look or action 
that I was least thought of or regard- 
ed on acccunt of my color. Even 
Americans greeted me cordially, aud 
I cau say that the American abroad 
is avery delightful person to meet. 
In England [; had the pleasure of 
meeting old friends whom { knew 
thirty or forty years ago, Then from 
England I went to Paris, where [| re- 
meined two months, and I was very 
much interested in this clever and 
attractive people. I went from there 
to Nice, Genoa, Rome. Naples and to 
Cuiro, Egypt. In Egypt I passed the 
greater part of lest winter, and found 
the climate delightful. I took my 
seventy years and my 230 pounds to 
the top of the highest pyramid, and 
when [reached the ton I wished 
heartily that I was at the bottom. 
There were two Areb: pulling me in 
front and Arabs pushing me behind, 
but when I reached the top I was 
completely played out. 


“The ruins of Memphisand other 
ancient cities interested me greatly, 
and after examining the smoothly 
hewn blocks of stone and the exact 
ma:oury I concluded that we are net 
able to excel the ancients in the con- 
straction of buildings, althouzh it is 
supposed that or facilities for such 
work are far superior. 

“Then I visited Athens and siw 
the grove where Socrates walked and 
and talked, the Stadia where the 
games were held, and ascended the 
bill where Paul, surrounded with 
evidences of the culture snd_ intel- 
ligence of the ci'y, had the boldness 
to tell them that they were super- 


stitious.” 
Mr. Donglass thought the French 


Republic was held together by a very 
slender thread. Their conatitution 
was weak. Their Corps Legislatif, a 
house of parliament, could. by a two- 
thirds vote, change the entire form 
of government. Mr. Douglass ads 
mired the French people, and add- 
ed:

Forty years ago, when I 
was in Enugland, I heard all of their 
great sper kers, and I have also heard 
all the celebrated vrators of my own 
country, but Gladstone is equal to| 
any of them.

A State Ticket Nominated in Pennsyl- 
vania, Headed By J. Ross Thompson. 
ALLENTOWN, Pa., Sept. 2.—It was after 4 

p.m. when the committee on resolutions 

submitted its report to the Demooratic state 

convention. Congressman Scott said the com- 
mittee had come to a unanimous agreement 
on the resolutions, which he read at length, 
and which were adopted asa whole by ac- 
clamation. The resolutions declared that 
the Pennsylvania Democrats renewed their 
allegiance to the National platform 
adopted at Chicago in 1884, and which Mr. 
Cleveland indorsed; recommended payment 
of the public debt with the treasury gur- 
plus, and that unnecessary increase ip the 
surplus be prevented by a reduction of in- 
ternal taxation and of duties on imports; 
heartily indorsed President Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration; approved of congressional 
legislation against import of convict labor 
and pauper and criminal aliens; recom- 
mended liberal pensions to deserving sol- 
diers, and approved the administration’s 
course in granting a larger number of pen- 
sions than were ever granted by previous 
administrations, while at the same time die- 
criminating so as to protect the treasury 
from fraud; praised the leadership of Glad- 
stond, symphasized with Ireland, and hoped 

Home Rule would prevail; favored a re- 

striction of corporate power and monopo- 

lies, and applauded the administration’s act 

in reclaiming for actual settlers over 100,- 

000,000 acres of land obtained by railroads 

through fraud. The remainining part of 

the platform deals with state matters. 

J. Ross Thompson was nominated for su- 
preme judge, and Bernard J. McGrann was 
named for state treasurer. The convention 
then adjourned sine die, not a ripple of con- 
tention having marred the even tenor of its 
proceedings. 

Greenbackers Enter the Labor Ranks. 

Drs Moines, Iowa, Sept. 2.—The ereen- 
backers of lowa met in convention yester- 
day and recommended that the farmers and 
industrial classes immediately call a state 
convention to name an Independent ticket. 
The Greenbackers adjourned without nam- 
ing a ticket, after adopting as its own the 
Union Labor platform adopted at Cincin- 
nati. The convention pledged its hearty 
support to a satisfactory ticket named by 
the industrial classes. 


Iowa Democrats. 

Drs Mornes, Iowa, Sept. 2.—The Demo- 
crats State convention opened here to-day 
with afull attendance of delegates. Tp 
candidates to be nominated are governor, 
lieutenant governor, judge of the supreme 
court and superintendent of public instruc- 
tions.

CONVICT CAMP HORRORS. 


Prisonors Whipped and Shot to Death 
Like Wolves. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 2.—Governor Gor- 
don received information yesterday from 
Dodge county of a case of brutality to the 
convicis in Degress camp which had been 
unearthed by the Dodge county grand jury. 
At that camp, where fifty convicts are 
worked, the superintendent’s name is Bry- 
ant, One of the convicts was made to work 
by the fre. He complained of being sick, 
but with the lash Bryant compelled him to 
keep at work until at last the convict fell 
dead at his feet. The grand jury has in- 
dicted Bryant for murder, but he heard of 
it and bas escaped into Alabama. 

The other convicts were equally badly 
treated. Another case was that of a negro 
who escaped from thecamp. The managers 
supposed that he would make his escape by 
the railroad, and sent a guard to intercept 
him. The guard went to a cut below the 
station where there had been an old mill. 

After some time he heard the clanking of 
chains, and knew that the negro was com- 
ing. The negro came in sight and was shot 
dead. The guard said he halted the negro 
and heran. This statement was controverted 
by the fact that every shot was fired into 
the negro’s breast in front. 











Shot By a Chinaman. 

CuicaGco, Sept. 2.—Officer Phillip Robin- 
son was shot and mortally wounded by 
Chow Lam,a Chinaman, last night. The 
officer saw two men chasing a Chinaman 
across the viaduct, and being informed that 
the Celestial had attempted to shoot a man, 
joined in the pursuit. When near the north 
end of the viaduct the officer called on the 
Chinaman to halt, but instead of doing so, 
the latter turned and fired three shots at the 
officer, all of which went wide of the mark. 
Robinson then drew his revolver and fired a 
shot at his assailant, and the Chinaman fired 
two shots in return, one of which took effect 
in the policeman’s breast near the right nip- 
ple, penetrating the lung.

CAPTAIN NATHAN HALE. 


Story of One of the Revolutionary 
Heroes, 





General Washington wanted a man. 
It was in September, 1776, at the city 
of New York, a few days after the bat- 
tle of Long Island. The swift and 
deep East River flowed between the 
two hostile armies, and General Wash- 
ington had as yet no system established 
for getting information of the enemy’s 
movements and intentions. He never 
needed such information so much as at 
that crisis. 

What would General Howe do next? 
If he crossed at Hell Gate, the Ameri- 
can army, too small in numbers, and 


defeated the week before, might be 
caught on Manhattan Island as in a 


trap, and the issue of the contest might 
be made to depend upon a single bat- 
tle; for in such circumstances defeat 
would involve the capture of the whole 
army. And yet General Washington 
was compelled to confess: 
“We can not learn. nor have we been able to | 

procure the least information of late.” 


Therefore he wanted a man. He 
wanted an intelligent man, cool- 
headed, skillful, brave, to cross the 


East River Long Island, enter the 
enemy’s camp, and get information as 


to his strength and intentions. He 
went to Colonel Knowlton, command- 


ing a remarkable efficient regiment 
from Connecticut, and requested him 
to ascertain if this man so_ sorely 


needed could be found in his ecom- 


mand. Colonel Knowlton called his 
officers together, stated the wishes of 


General Washington, and, without urg- 

ing the enterprise upon any individual, 

left the matter to their reflections. 
Captain Nathan Hale, a_ brilliant 


youth. of twenty-one, recently grad- 
uated from Yale College, was one of 


those who reflected upon the subject. 
He soon reached a conclusion. He was 
of the very flower of the young men of 
New England, and one of the bist of 
the young soldiers of the patriot army. 
He had been educated for the ministry, | 
and his motive for adopting for a_ time 
the profession of arms was purely 
patriotic. This we know from the 
familiar records of his life at the time 
when the call to arms was first heard. 


In addition to his other gifts and 
graces, he was handsome, vigorous 


and athletic, all in an extraordinary 
degree. If he had lived in our day he 
might have pulled the stroke oar at 
New London, or pitched for the college 
nine.

No one had as yet spoken the 
decisive word. Colonel Knowlton ap- 
pealed to a French sergeant, an old 
soldier of former wars, and asked him 
to volunteer. 

“No, no,” said he. “I am ready to 
fight the British at any place and time, 
but I do not feel willing to go among 
them to be hung up like a dog.”’ 

Captain Hale jeined the group of 
officers. He said to Colonel Knowlton: 

“T will undertake it.” 

Some of his best friends remonstrated. 
One of them, afterwards the famous 
General William Hull, then a captain 
in Washington’s army, has recorded 
Hale’s reply to his own attempt to dis- 
suade him. 

“I think,’’ said Hale, **I owe to my 
country the accomplishment of an ob- 
ject so important. Iam fully sensible 
of the consequences of discovery and 
capture in such a situation. But for a 
year I have been attached to the army, 
and have not rendered any material 
service, while receiving a compensation 
for which I make no return. I wish to 
be useful, and every kind of service 
necessary for the public good becomes 
honorable by being necessary.” 

He spoke, as General Hull remem- 
bered, with earnestness and decision, 
as one who had considered the matter 
well. and had made up his mjnd. 

Having received his instructions, he 
traveled ‘fifty miles along the Sound as 
far as Norwalk in Connecticut. One 
who saw him there made a very wise 
remark upon him, to the effect that he 
was ‘‘too good looking”’ to go as spy. 
He could not deceive. ‘Some scrubby 
fellow ought to have gone.” At Nor- 
walk he assumed the 
Dutch schoolmaster, putting on a suit 
of plain brown clothes, and a round, 
broad-brimmed hat. He had no difli- 
culty in crossing the Sound, since he 
bore an order from General Washing- 
ton which placed at his disposal all the 
vessels belonging. to Congress. Fo1

reason to believe that he passed 
through the entire British army with- 
out detection or even exciting sus- 
picion. 

Finding the British had crossed to 
New York, he followed them. He made 
his way back to Long Island, and near- 
ly reached the point opposite Norwalk, 
where he had originally landed. Ren- 
dered perhaps too bold by success, he 
went into a well-known and popular 
tavern, entered into conversation with 
the guests, and made himself very 
agreeable. A man present suspecting 
or knowing that he was not the char- 
acter he assumed, quietly left the room, 
communicated his suspicions to the 
captain of a British ship anchored near, 
who dispatched a boat's crew to cap- 
ture and bring on board the agreeable 
stranger. His true character was im- 
mediately revealed. Drawings of some 
of the British works, with notes in 
Latin, were found hidden in the soles 
of his, Nor did he attempt to 
deceive his captors, and the English 
captain, lameniing, as he said, that 
‘so fine a fellow had fallen into 
his power,’”’ sent him to New York 
in one of his boats, and with him the 
fatal proofs that he was a spy. 

September 21 was the day on which 
he reached New York—the day of the 
great fire which laid one-third of the 
little city in ashes. From the time of 
his departure from General Washing- 
ton’s camp to that of his return to New 
York was about fourteen days. He 
was taken to General Howe’s head- 
quarters at the Beekman mansion, on 
the East River, near the corner of the 
present Fifty-first street and First ave- 
nue. It is strange coincidence that 
this house to which he was brought to 
be tried as a spy was the very one from 
which Major Andre departed when he 
went to West Point. Tradition says 
that Captain Hale was examined ina 
greenhouse which stood in the garden 
of the Beekman mansion. 

Short was his trial, for he avowed 
at once his true character. The British 
General signed an order to his provost- 
marshal directing him to receive into 
his custody the prisoner convicted as a 
spy, and to see him hanged by the neck 
‘to-morrow morning at daybreak.”’ 

Terrible things are reported of the 
manner in which this noble prisoner, 
this admirable gentleman and _ hero, 
was treated by his jailer and execu- 
tioner. There are savages in every 
large army, and it is possible that this 
provost-mzrshal was one of them. It 
is said that he refused him writing ma- 
terials, and afterwards, when Captain 
Hale had been furnished them by oth- 
ers, destroyed before his face his last 
letters to his mother and to the young 
lady to whom he was engaged to be 
married. As those letters were never 
received this statement may be true. 
The other alleged horrors of the execu- 
tion it is safe to disregard, because we 
know that it was conducted in the usual 
form and in the presence of many spec- 
tators and a_ considerable body of 
troops. One fact shines out from the 
distracting confusion of that morning, 
whieh will be cherished to the latest 
posterity as a precious ingot of the 
moral treasures of the American peo- 
ple. When asked if he had any thing te 
say, Captain Hale replied: 

‘“Tonly regretthat L have but one life 
to lose for my country.” 

The scene of his exe¢ution was prob- 
ably an old graveyard in Chambers 
street, which was then called Barrack 
street. General Howe formally notified 
General Washington of his execution. 
In recent years, through the industry 
of investigators, the pathos and sublim- 
ity of these events have been in part re- 
vealed.

A GREAT TUNNEL. 
Plans Adopted for Tunneling the Rocky 
Mountains Under Tray's Peak. 

One of the most prodigious engineer- 
ing projects now on the tapis is that for 
tunneling the Rocky mountains under 
Tray’s Peak, which rises no less than 
14,441 feet above the level of the sea. 
It is stated that at 4,441 feet below the 
peak, by tunneling from east to west 
for 25,000 feet direct, communication 
could be opened between the valleys on 
the Atlantic slope and those on the Pa- 
cific side. This would shorten the dis- 
tance between Denver in Colorado and 
Salt Lake City in Utah, and conse- 
quently the distance between the Mis- 
souri river, say at St. Louis, and San 
Francisco, nearly three hundred miles, 
and there would be little more required 
in the way of ascending or descending 
mountains. Part of the work has al- 
ready been accomplished. The coun- 
try from the Missouri to the foot of the 
Rockies rises gradually in rolling prai- 
rie until an elevation is reached of 5,200 
feet above the sea level. The Rockies 
themselves rise at various places to a 
height exceeding 11,000 feet. Of the 
twenty most famous passes, only seven 
are below 10,050 feet, while five are up- 
ward of 12,000 and one is 13,000 feet. 
The point from which it is proposed to 
tunnel is sixty miles due west from

CREMATING A PRINCE. 


.| The Burning Up of a Dead Member of 


the Royal House of Siam. 

The cremation of the body ofa Siamese 
Prince at Bangkok is thus described by the 
Pali Mali Gazette: The King entered the 
phramane about five o’clock amid much 
trumpeting and surrounded by a big re- 
tinue. He bowed tothe dais and prayed, 
then ascended the steps and entered the 
inclosure, and amid the loud chanting and 
tomtoming of the kowtowing priests he 
fired the pile beneath the urn and again 
prayed. He descended and departed. 
Then the Princes entered the inclosure and 
performed their obsequies, and then fol- 
lowed the native nobles, among whom we 
found ourselves. On the dais around the 
urn wasa kind of shelf, on which were 
piled innumerable tapers made of sandal- 
wood, frankincense and wax. Each per- 
son on entering lita number of these and 
shoved them under the urn, which, by the 
same token, was not much bigger than a 
decent-sized pot. How they managed to 
stow the remains in it I do not know. The 
abominablesmell of frizzling human flesh 
that spluttered and spat in the pot, which 
the aromatic fumes of the sandal and 
frankincense failed to disguise, permeat- 
ed the building and drove us forth. 

When the King had performed his obse- 
quires he adjourned to a pavilion, where 
he held an audience. He seated himself 
onakind of balcony, and several of his 
little children were brought to him. On 
another balcony on his right the numer- 
ous Princes of royal blood seated them- 
selves. The body of the pavilion was set 
apart for the nobles, ministers, and “‘dis- 
tinguished foreigners,” some of whom 
were ladies. When his Majesty had sat 
for a time in silence he suddenly produced 
a large bag, full of green limes, each of 
which contained a small silver coin in its 
core. These he threw among the Princes, 
nobles, and people to be scrambled for, 
but presented some by hand to the for- 
eigners, especially to the foreign 
ladies. When he had ex- 
hausted the contents of this bag he pro- 
duced another containing nuts, which he 
treated similarly. Each nut contained a 
numbered ticket, with the name of the 
prize,asa kernel. The prizes were the 
personal effects of the deceased and were 
distributed in this way to be mementoes of 
him. Some of them were not bad, but 
many were naturally distributed ludicrous- 
ly. One of my friends, a non-smoker, re- 
ceived an old and much-abused meerschaum 
pipe, another an old cigar-holder and a 
very common Chinese wood axe. A French 
lady of title received a man’s shirt-front— 
a thing commonly called a  dickey ;” also 
an old pair of the dead man’s long stock- 
ings and an old white waistcoat, all much 
the worse for wear. I myself received a 
pretty little satinwood cabinet, and was 
much pleased. I heard that some of the 
prizes were costly articles of jewelry, but 
did not see any such.
